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THE FOLLOWING REPORT WAS PREVIGUSLY 


No artillery was used by the North Korean People's Army (NKPA) on 6 August in 
the Chinju area. m 7 August, at least four North Korean guns were firing into 
UN positions. The North Koreans were using proximity fuses. 


In late June enough (amount undetermined) gasoline to keep the NKPA well supplied 
for approximately six months had arrived in undetermined areas of Manchruia fron 
storage areas in Kamchatka, Gas was scheduled to be sent to North Korea via 
Antung and Sinuiju (12-22, 40-08), by Soviet representatives in Manchuria. 


On about 15 July approximately 20,000 well-equipped veteran Chinese Communist 
troops in Chinese Communist uniforms, left Antung for North Korea via Sinuiju. 


Oaly half the personnel of the North Korean security troops in occupied tows 
of South Korea are equipped with rifles. The rest are armed with spgars, as a 
result of orders in early July from the North Korean Bureau of Internal Affairs, 


On 28 June, the day after the occupation of Hongchon (127=5h, 37-12) the North 
Koreans held People's Trials in town and executed approximately 75 former town 
officials and pro=ROK perscmnel, Young men in the Honschon area were being 
conscripted on 25 July for the NKP4; they were used as service personnel for 
approximately 10 days, then sent to the front as combat replacements, without 
military training. 
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
